The United States abandoned its 
“hands-off" policy on the Geneva 
conference after emergency meet­ 
ings which began Tuesday night 
and concluded today among Secre­ 
tary of State John Foster Dulles, 
French Premier and Foreign Min­ 
ister 
Pierre 
Mendes-France and 
Britain's Anthony Eden. 
Mendes France is pressing for an 
agreement on Indochina within six 
days and 
Dulles apparently be­ 
came convinced during his talks 
here that the prospects for an 
"honorable" peace are good. 
Communique Reveals Shift 
A four paragraph communique 
announced the decision to return 
Smith to the conference but at 
Dulles’ insistence it underlined that 
he would do so “without departing 
from the principles” the U. S. pre­ 
viously had laid down. 
However, Dulles recognized the
